In taking over an odd and neg- 
laetad garden, there la a hard way and 
a laiy man'i way lo praparc the 
giuund for a new bed tor tknrert, 
ebruM or even vagetaUee, and Ihe 
hard way ia not nacaaearlly tba hnc 
wuy. 

The herd method k to dig the itte 
over aa deeply ao you tnn. pnferMy 
with a (hgglnc fotlt. cenriring out as 
you work all iht rood of peronnial 
woodi and eouch graaa, and Inoor- 
P<>ratlng lota of tneliow old manure 
to improve the Mil texture 

If you do a conortentiouB Job, you 
oan get rid of man of the perennial 
weedi In thli way: the annual weeds 
are antoher Mery. Dornwrn seeds, 
perhaps many years old, are brought 
to the surtaoe by the digging and 
•oon germinate, and soon the new 
bed le a green carpet of chkkweed. 
puralene end the like, all of whirh 
must be heed off.

Given re us oonhiy good soil to start 
with, the easy way Is simply to make 
the site of the new bed an enormous 
compoii heap, and nature will do the 
rest arlthout any strenuous dlisInB 
at ail' 

SM up edging hoards U neceamry ' 
to confine the maierials lo the con- 
touni of the bed. theit dump all your 
leaves, lawn mowings, kitchen wastes 
j and what have you on the surlace. as 
thickly as you «n manage. Sprinkle 


the Utter with a proprietory eompixC 
accelerator If you with, although thU 
la not strlcHy necessary. 

Next aiaing. rake off the cim- 
poMtd Utter and there k yow new 
bed, nicely riddkd with worm boles 
lor drainage end with a lovely looee 
texture In the top- lew inches, all 
ready for piaming up and aa weed- 
free as any bed can ever he.

But ^ 
if you hsve the patience to wah unti' 
next Nting before you start planting, 
there Is no reason why your mowings 
and your kitchen and garden wastca 
•houldn'l go lo work kr you right 
now.
